The 
ou tcome represents also the rev ersal 
of another of the “Roosev elt policies.” 
All of the articles which Lav e pass­ 
ed in the trade and down the peo­ 
ple’s throats as whisky for the last 
centu ry are to retain the right to u se 
the name “whisky.”
